To  the  Chairman  and  Couacillors  of  Dawley  Urban  District 


Hr,  Chair>rian,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


This  report  is  the  first  to  cover  a complete  year  of  the  new 
enlarged  Dawley  Urban  District,  The  most  notable  event  of  the  year 
occurred  on  17th  iMarch,  19^7,  when  Her  Majesty,  having  graciously 
declared  open  the  new  Shirehall  in  Shruv/sbury,  honoured  your  District 
by  visiting  the  Industrial  Estate  at  Tv;ecdale  and  the  first  of  the 
now  houses  completed  by  the  Dawley  Development  Corporation  at  Sutton 
Hill. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  two  hundred  and  sixteen  of  these  houses 
were  completed  and  occupied  together  with  thirty  five  houses  built  by 
your  Council,  Unfortunately  this  did  not  have  the  marlced  effect  in 
reducing  the  waiting  list  for  ho\ises  that  it  might  have  done  as,  for 
financial  and  otli.^r  reasons  those  people  on  the  list  requiring  houses 
wore  not  necessarily  the  same  people  who  wont  to  live  at  Sutton  Hill, 

Tlie  excerpts  on  pagi^s  14  and  15  from  the  very  valuable  Housing 
Survey  carried  out  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff, 
highlight  another  side  of  the  housing  problem  as  tJiey  sliow  that  over 
half  the  houses  surveyed  were  either  in  need  of  extensive  repairs  and 
improvements  or  were  fit  only  for  demolition.  Until  major  industry  is 
attracted  to  the  area  v/ith  consequent  improvement  in  wages  to  pay  for 
better  houses  there  will  be  no  real  solution.  In  the  meantime,  the 
figure  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year,  is  an  indicator  of  social 
and  economic  conditions  in  an  area,  is  again  well  above  the  County  and 
National  rates.  The  adjusted  Death  Kate  (all  ages)  is  also  high  in 
the  year  under  review. 

There  wore  no  notoworthly  traits  in  disease  last  year.  There  was 
much  loss  measles  than  in  and  very  littlo  whooping  cough.  When 

looking  at  the  list  of  infectious  diseases  on  page  5»  it  is  v;ell  to 
remember  that  absence  of  notification  does  not  mioan  absence  of  disease 
Sporadic  food  poisoning,  tliough  wo  have  no  records,  v/as  undoubtedly  as 
conmion  as  usual.  Infective  jaundice,  v/hich  is  also  spread  by  the 
intestinal  route  smouldered  in  small  epidemics  in  schools.  The  large 
scale  and  tragic  epidemic  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  was  still  raging 
on  our  doorstep  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  serves  to  remind  us  how 
lucky  m.an  is  in  the  more  highly  developed  societies  to  have  the 
benefit  of  immunization  procedures  against  many  virus  diseases, 

I would  like  to  express  my  indebtedness  to  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  contributing  a very  important  half  of  this  report  and  my 
thanks  to  him  and  the  r ;st  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
tlicir  efforts  diudng  the  year.

The  Still  Birth  Rate  is  again  roughly  ^QP/c  above  the  National  Rate 
and  well  above  the  County  Rate. 

INFANT  MORT/iLITY 


There  were  13  deatJis  of  infants  under  one  year,  eleven  of  which 
occurred  in  infants  under  4 weeks.  These  very  disappointing  figures  of 
infant  death  in  the  first  few  v/ecks  this  year,  two  to  three  times  the 
National  average,  together  with  the  high  Still  Birth  Rate,  show  the  some 
trend  as  last  year's  figures. 

The  deaths  are,  or  should  be,  preventable  and  tend  to  emphasize 
the  need  for  improvement  in  the  health  and  social  well  being  of  expectant 
mothers  in  the  area.

Vaccination  and  Immunization 


This  is  c rriod  out  by  both  the  bounty  Council  medical  officers 
and  general  practitioners.  It  is  offered  to  pre-school  children  and 
school  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cougii  and  tetanus,  smallpox 
and  poliorayelitis.  Vaccin.ation  ag.ainst  tuberculosis  is  6^1so  offered  to 
school  chiluxen  aged  13  years  rnid  this  is  carried  out  as  a routine  in 
secondary  schools  with  parents  consent. 

In  the  now  Dawley  Urb.an  District  th'.x  '.ro  three  health  visitors, 
six  Nursing-  Miev:ivos  and  one  relief  District  ritirso.  The  midwives  undertake 
both  midwifery  -and  district  nursing  duties. 

The  Moral  IJelfarc  Officer  concerned  with  the  care  of  unmarried 
mothers  and  illegiitim.ate  children  is  Mrs.  C.V,  Gv;ynne- Jones,  25-26 
Talbot  Chambers,  Market  Street,  Sbxcwsbury,  (Telephone:  Shrewsbury  4900), 

rr>ivention  of  Illness,  Caro  and  .\ftar-Ca.re 

(a)  Several  axticles  of  nursing  eepaipment,  such  -as  air  rings, 
bed  pans,  feeding  cups  etc.,  are  on  loan  to  patients  being  nursed  at  homo. 
Those  c.an  be  obtained  from  the  County  Council  via  the  district  nurses, 

(b)  Convalesc^Jicc  for  loooplo  not  requiring  special  nursing  care 
or  medical  care  but  still  recovering  from  illness  can  be  ai'ranged.  The 
County  Council  makes  frcciuent  use  of  the  Lady  Forrester's  Home,  Llandudno, 
for  this  purpose. 


(c)  Mental  Health,  The  County  Council  a.rc  responsible  for 
supervision  in  their  own  honit^s  of  the  mentally  handicapped  persons.  This 
la  done  mainly  through  the  Mental  Wolf.'‘re  Officer  and  the  Health  Visitor. 

They  also  assist  general  practitiona'rs  to  secure  hospital  admission  for 
the  mentally  ill, 

(d)  Treatment  of  tuberculoses  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  at  chest  clinics  and  sanatoria,  but  the  prevention  and  the  after-care 
are  shared  between  the  Local  authority  and  Hospital  Boaurd.  Health  visitors 
follov;  up  cases  and  do  most  of  the  contact  tracing.  Open  air  shelters  erm  be 
provided  by  the  County  when  required.  Extra  nourishment  may  be  provided. 

The  Local  imthui-ity  and  Regional  Board  combine  in  arranging  amenties  for 
ciiest  X-ray.

2.  SEWAGE  DISPOS.'VL 

Tlie  continued  absence  of  xjropcr  sewers  and  sewage  disposal 
works  in  the  Ironbridge  and  Coalbi'ockdale  part  of  the  now  tov/n 
prevents  the  improvement  of  many  properties  in  the  area.  Sewage  from 
properties  continues  to  run  directly  into  the  River  Severn  via 
numerous  old  culverts,  A few  properties  have  been  improved  v;here 
it  is  possible  to  instcLLl  sexotic  tanlcs. 

The  Council  lias  long  been  cone  i-ned  that  this  state  of  af.f;‘airs 
should  not  continue  but  the  financial  burden  of  sev/cring  an  area 
with  narrov;  roads  and  difficult  terrain  creates  a problem.  The 
improvement  of  the  area  from  all  aspects  will  however,  receive  the 
attention  of  a woi’king  party  to  bo  set  up  in  I968,  The  original 
thought  that  with  the  Urban  District  being  designated  a nov/  town  develop- 
ment area,  difficulties  such  as  this  vKuld  more  easily'-  be  solved,  has 
not  proved  to  be  true, 

Niglit  soil  is  still  collected  in  parts  of  the  District  where 
it  is  not  ijossible  to  convort  these  to  water  closets  because  a 
sev/er  is  not  avodl.iblo  or  where  a septic  tank  cannot  be  installed, 

613  dwellings  still  havu  privy  closets.  In  some  cases  the 

dwellings  have  a very  short  life  and  the  cost  of  conversion,  in  such 
cases,  is  not  warranted. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  free  of  ciiarge  throughout  the  District 
on  request,  654  liou.ees  have  tlK.ir  ov.m  septic  tanks  or  other  moans  of 
disposal  wtiich  reqairo  atte.ition  at  intervals. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  collcctiorj  of  refuoo  on  the  Sutton  Hill  Estotc,  the  first 
of  the  Dovclopniont  Corporation' s housijig  estates,  was  finalised 
during  the  year.  Collection  by  the  paper  sack  method  was  agreed  to 
previously  and  it  v/as  decided  that  tho  most  satisfactory  way  of 
collection  would  bo  by  pedestrian  controlled  electric  truck 
operating  from  a depot  on  the  estate.  In  this  way  tlio  more  expensive 
refuse  vehicles  would  not  have  to  stand  idle  while  men  carried  refuse 
sacks  considorablo  distances.  The  depot  had  not  yet  been  built  by 
tho  year  end  but  will  be  provided  adjacent  to  tho  community  centre. 
This  system  is  likely  to  bo  adopted  on  futui-o  similar  estates,  and 
will  reduce  the  nuraber  of  refuse  voliicles  required  in  tho  future. 

The  absence  of  any  means  of  burning  medical  dressings,  unsound 
food  or  other  obnoxious  material  in  these  houses  v/ithout  solid  fuel 
heating  creates  a xjroblem  on  these  estates.  The  matter  of  providing 
small  comir.unal  or  domestic  incinerators  has  Leon  considered  but  not 
found  to  bo  pjracticablo  so  far. 

Waste  ipaper  mills  wore  approached  regarding  the  loossibility  of 
obtaining  a contract  in  view  of  the  large  unount  of  cloan  paper 
available  on  this  type  of  estate,  but  without  success.  It  appears 
that  no  new  contracts  are  required,  V/ith  the  qu£intity  of  combustible 
material  to  be  collected,  refuse  incineration  appears  to  bo  a 
possibility  to  be  investigated  for  the  future, 

k,  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  one  refuse  tip  in  use  at  Dosoley  is  convenient  for  most 
parts  of  the  district.  Planning  per;;-,iEsicn  for  an  extension  of  the 
tipping  area  in  th»j  quarry  was  ai)plied  for  and  granted,  but  later 
in  the  year  it  was  obvious  that  a further  extension  of  tlio  tipping 
area  would  bo  required.  The  Company  owning  the  quarry  agreed  for 
tipping  to  extend  over  the  part  of  tho  quarry  in  their  ownership, 
subject  to  planning  permission  being  obtsiinod. 

Planning  permission  was  applied  for  to  use  a disused  clay  pit 
at  Wellington  as  a refuse  tip,  but  v/hen  objections  v;ere  roceived 
from  loce.l  residents,  the  application  was  not  persuod. 

In  May,  19^7i  Dawley  Urban  District  Council  invited  three 
neighbouring  Local  Autliorities  to  ferm  a joint  committee  to 
investigate  problems  associated  v;itli  refuse  disposal  in  tho  combined 
districts.  Initial  investigations  have  shown  that  the  setting  up  of 
tho  con  lit  tec  is  timely,  as  each  Council  In.s  a long  term  problem 
v;ith  refuse  disposal,  v/hich  probably  c>;juld  to  solved  noro 
satisfact'.rily  by  joint  action, 

5.  RODENT  COfITROL 


No  special  problems  a.rose  during  tho  year  and  tho  service  was 
mairtainod  to  a satisfactory  standard.  Routine  inspections  at 
likely  points  of  infeste.ti  t.  are  frequently  maxle  in  addition  to 
dealing  with  com]plaints.  Tho  Rib  lie  Health  Inspectors  in  their 
routine  visits  also  note  any  infestations  of  rats  or  mice. 

Sowers  are  test  baited  twice  p^r  annum  on  a 10%  basis  and  any 
infestations  dealt  with.  This  work  v;ill  increase  as  now  sov/ers 
come  into  use  in  the  new  development. 

A successful  prococution  was  taken  under  the  provision  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  to  Pests  Act,  19^9 7 in  respect  of  a largo 
quantity  of  food  stuff  remaining  in  building  destroyed  by  fire, 
v/hich  the  owner  failed  to  remove  after  numerous  requests.  The  food 
was  subsequently  rumeved  by  the  Council  in  default  and  the  cost 
rocevsred.

To  obtain  this  information  a 
comprehensive  housing  survey  commenced  in  1966,  v;'^s  coijplet-  d 
early  j.n  1967,  and  provided  vr'.luablc  information.  The  basic  facts 
on  the  condition  of  every  house  in  the  Urban  District  arc  recorded 
and  filed  systematically  ^yid  provide  a rapid  means  of  reference  on 
the  condition  of  any  house  in  the  district.  The  informs.tion  saves 
valuable  time  when  dealing  with  official  searches  and  .enquiries  from 
prosj)Octive  purchasers.

At  the  end  of  1967^  there  were  62  licensed  caravans  in  the 
Urban  District, 

One  caravan  site  at  Malinslcc  received  planning  ijcrmission  for 
an  extension  to  tho  site  to  provide  accommodation  for  a total  of  70 
caravans.  The  ovmer  latei''  decided  he  vTOuld  not  expand  tho  site  to 
this  number  but  would  gradually  rj-duco  the  number  on  tho  site. 

Difficulty  was  i.'XperienCud  on  a fev/  occasions  during  ttio  year 
with  itinerant  caravan  dwellers.  The  instructions  from  tho  Council 
to  move  thorn  on  v/as  carried  out  sometimes  after  protracted  negotiations 
with  the  owners  of  tho  land.  Moving  then  on  solves  the  problem  only 
for  the  Local  /authority  concerned.  Clearly  action  from  Government 
level  is  the  only  v/ay  to  deal  with  the  problem.  It  appjears  likely 
that  legislation  v/ill  require  that  sites  will  be  provided  for  these 
itinerant  car"'vanors ' in  the  future.  Most  Local  Authorities  will 
sup-)port  the  idea  provided  the  sites  are  not  in  their  own  districts. 

The  provision  of  sites  will  ne't  solve  the  problem  unless  those 
itinerant  car.-ivn  dv;ellers  are  required  to  undergo  a course  of 
training  in  the  elements  of  hygiene  and  conformity  v/ith  normally 
Mccoptablu  standanls  of  social  behaviour.  Perhaps  then,  the  children 
could  attend  school  and  be  encouraged  to  adopt  a bettor  v/ay  of  living,

One  plant  on  a level 
site  away  from  dwellings  and  having  a plant  wltich  appears  to  \;ork 
efficiently  operates  satisf-a.ctnrily#  A second  fact'./ry  wliere  the 
management  have  been  less  fortunate  with  their  plant  and  v/hcre  the 
site  is  in  a narrow  valley,  gives  rise  to  frequent  complaints* 

The  Alkali  Works  Inspector  keeps  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
informed  rega.rding  his  dealings  v;ith  the  plant,  but  as  he  covers  such 
a large  area,  he  is  unable  to  keep  the  plant  under  frequent  obsorvaLtien* 
As  the. health  of  the  inhabitants  can  be  prejudiced  by  this  and  similar* 
processes,  more  pov/er  should  bo  given  to  the  Public  Hoa.lth  Authority 
to  control  the  operation  of, such  install'’.tion3,  as  form^,rly.
